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If  a  health  center  appeals  to  you,  visit  the  Nursing/Allied  Health  Center 
located  in  the  City  of  Jackson.  Programs  are  offered  in  associated 
degree  (nursing  program),  emergency  medical  technology,  dental 
assisting  technology,  medical  laboratory  technology,  medical  record 
technology,  physical  therapist  assistant,  and  practical  nursing. 
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Comprehensive  degrees  and  certificates  in  academic  and  technical 
areas  can  be  pursued  at  the  Rankin  County  Campus,  located  on 
Highway  80  East  in  Pearl.  Offering  a  four-day  school  week,  this 
campus  continues  to  be  the  college's  fastest  growing  facility.  It  is  the 
second  largest  location  in  the  Hinds  Community  College  District.

Dr.  Muse  has  his  own  educational  roots  deep  in  the  Mississippi 
community  college  system  as  a  graduate  of  East  Central  Community  College. 
His  progress,  traced  through  further  degrees  from  Delta  State  University 
and  Mississippi  State  University,  and  his  years  as  an  educator  and 
administrator  in  the  state's  public  schools,  can  be  seen  as  an  inspiration  to 
all  community  college  students.  Not  only  is  Muse  an  example  of  what  young 
people  of  today  can  hope  to  achieve,  but  he  understands  their  educational 
needs  and  their  aspirations. 

Muse's  presidency  entails  not  only  the  day-to-day  administrative  duties 
pertaining  to  the  College,  but  he  also  acts  as  a  liaison  with  the  state  legistature 
and  the  Hinds  Board  of  Trustees  on  behalf  of  the  College.  In  addition,  he 
and  his  wife  Vashti  enjoy  another  aspect  of  the  job,  which  is  to  serve  as 
official  hosts  for  the  College.  This  entails  sponsoring  a  number  of  functions, 
which  brings  the  College  in  closer  contact  with  the  community,  and  lends 
their  presence  and  support  to  student  activities. 

Muse,  a  leader  in  many  professional  and  civic  organizations,  has  received 
many  honors  for  his  activities  and  achievements.  These  include  being  named 
the  1 993  Alumnus  of  the  Year  for  the  Mississippi  State  University  School  of 
Education,  and  being  named  the  1993  3-E  Award  winner  at  Hinds.  He  was 
also  named  East  Central  Community  College  Alumnus  of  the  Year,  and 
received  the  2001  Southern  Region  Chief  Executive  Officer  Award  from  the 


Association  of  Community  College  Trustees. 

Additionally,  Dr.  Muse  received  the  1994  National  Association  of 
Developmental  Educators  (NADE)  Award  for  Outstanding  Support  to 
Developmental  Education  by  a  College  Administrator/Public  Servant.  Dr. 
Muse  was  also  inducted  into  the  Mississippi  Coaches  Association's  2000 
Hall  of  Fame  in  July,  2000. 

Though  the  presidency  of  Hinds  is  a  24-hour-a-day  job,  Muse  finds 
relaxation  in  doing  some  of  his  favorite  things  during  his  "off  hours  which 
include  jogging,  golf,  gardening,  and  spending  time  with  his  family.  He  and 
Vashti  have  three  children  and  seven  grandchildren.
